Arson suspects sought 
in $500,000 fire 


Sunday was not a day of rest for the 
men of the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment. 

A half-million dollar general alarm 
fire destroyed a lumber warehouse in 
North Wilmington keeping the fire 
department busy for nearly 18 hours. 
Meanwhile, a second fire occurred 
near Silver Lake, and was extinguish- 
ed by fire fighters from Burlington 
and Billerica 

The lumber warehuuse fire was 
reported at about 12:45 a.m. Sunday, 
and when fire fighters arrived on the 
scene, the building was nearly three 
quarters involved. The warehouse, 
located off Concord Street, was owned 

» by the Trask Lumber Company 

“The second fire occurred in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Dunn 
of 71 Grove Avenue. Confined to a se- 
cond floor bedroom, the fire occurred 
at about 4:30 a.m. The occupants es- 
caped virtually unharmed, except for 
one woman, said to be a boarder. She 
was treated for first degree burns. 


Police and fire officials have deter- 
mined that arson was involved in the 
lumber warehouse fire. Inspector 
Daniel Ballou, working along with 
Fire Chief Arthur Boudreau and 
Deputy Chief Dan Wandell, has come 
up with two suspects. 


‘The fire fighters had to cut open two 
gates to gain access to the yard and 
then force open the front door of the 
warehouse. Inside; two fork lift 
trucks were blocking the door,, Fire 
fighters managed to start the smaller 
truck which was then used to move 
the larger truck, which would not 
start. The truck was then used to 
move lumber in the yard to allow 
access to the burning-building. 

The first lines to the fire had little 
impact. With two 2% inch lines spray- 
ing through the front door, the fire 
kept advancing. It was not until ad- 
ditional lines were connected to work 
from the sides that the advance could 
be stemmed. The major portion of

Eighty-one-year-old Angus B 
MacFeeley of Burnap Street, 
Wilmington was burned in a flash fire 
im his back yard on Monday morning 
Most of the burns were light, either 
first or second degree, but they 
covered more than 50 percent of his 
body. 

‘The explosion preceding the fire, 
brought a neighbor across the yard 
with a blanket as Gus, with his usual 
calm common sense, dropped to the 
ground and rolled. Gus’ daughter Pat, 
called for the ambulance. 

Wilmington firemen administered 
first aid at the scene and proceded to 


Choate Memorial Hospital where 
MacFeely was placed in the isolation 
ward as a precautionary measure. 

‘A World War I Army veteran, and 
past commander of American Legion 
Post 136, Gus hasn't missed taking 
part in a Wilmington patriotic parade 
for over 25 years. He is currently ser- 
ving as institutional representative 
for Troop 136, Boy Scouts and as presi- 
dent of the Wilmington Golden Age 
Club. * 

On Tuesday morning, family 
members said that Gus was progress- 
ing well, but will not be receiving 
visitors for a few days yet.

the fire was knocked down in about 
three hours, but it took another 14 
hours to completely extinguish the 
burning embers in the lumber stacked 
in and around the building 

The warehouse was 60 by 120 feet 
and made of steel. Trask, a wholesale 
company serving New England and 
eastern New York, employed three 
people at the location. A company 
spokesman said that they hoped to 
rebuild and remain in the same loca- 
tion 

Five fire fighters sustained minor 
injuries in the fire. Robert Andersen 
was treated for smoke inhalation. 
Lester Smith, Ed Bradbury and Roger 
Lafreniere (Tewksbury) were treated 
for conjunctivitis (smoke in the eyes) 
and John Brown received treatment 
for a minor burn to an eye cornea. 

Fire fighters from Tewksbury; 
Reading and North Reading aided the 
Wilmington Fire Department, along 
with several volunteer men 
Members of the fire department 
credit volunteer Brian Anderson with 
lugging a tremendous amount of hose”

up brother George's antique fire 
engine, and participated in a 
firemen’s muster in Tyngsboro

Coffee was also provided by 
Wilmington selectman and 
restauranteur Rocco DePasquale.

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New proposal considered 


for Route 129

After weeks of deliberation and 
reconsideration. of its original 
proposals the Department of Public 
Works (DPW) has advanced another 
preliminary plan for the reconstruc- 


_fion and relocation of West Street and 


the widening of Route 129. 

Its original proposal, consisting of 
four alternatives, was aired at a 
public hearing last May where it met 
with strenuous opposition from som 
townspeople : 

In June, State Representative 
James Miceli arranged for a meeting 
between D.P.W. Commissioner John 
Carroll and three members of the 
South Wilmington Betterment 
Association, the group of residents 
most vociferously opposed to the 
D.P.W.’s original plans for 
reconstructing the highway 

‘The South Wilmington residents had 
good reason for voicing their objec- 
tions. All of the proposals except one 
labeled ‘‘no-build"’ would require 
residential land-taking, and would 
bissect the town with a limited-access 
highway. Two alternatives, numbers 
six and ten, would require the taking 
of wetland areas possibly resulting in 
incredsed residential flooding 
problems. 

At the June meeting, Miceli said, 
both groups participated in a give and 
take discussion that he believed led to 
a “better meeting of the minds.” 

The new proposal, an outgrowth of 
that meeting, redirects an arm of 
West Street from the Industrial Park 


through industrial rather than 
residential land to Lowell Street. It 
would cut across land on the easterly 
side between West Street and Route 93 
and then cross West Street to the 
previously proposed access on the 
westerly side of West Street. 

It would, he said, greatly alleviate 
traffic congestion in that area. 

Prior to the June meeting, Miceli 
said, he had talked with the Com- 
missioner and told him that as the 
plan stood it was in no way acceptable 
to people in town. If he would change 
his mind, he said he told Carroll, and 
move West Street toward Route 93, 
then perhaps the residents would be 
interested in discussing the proposal. 

The new proposal also provides en- 
trances and exits onto Lowell Street, 
one of these being on Woodland Drive. 

Whether or not the present West 
Street would remain as it is or would 
be dead-ended in still undecided. 

‘The plan would call for the removal 
of two business, and three homes, in- 
cluding the office of Ken Miller, an of- 
fice building owned by Al Fiorenza, 
and the home of Mrs. Flo Ryan of 
West Street. 

‘‘We are approaching the 
(reconstruction) program on this 
basis,” said Miceli. ‘We are now in 
an area where we are studying West 
Street to Woburn Street, with the final 
plan being to get input from residents. 

Then we will continue to move 
toward the square.” The final situa- 
tion, he said would be to “‘go ahead 
with an overhaul of the center of town 


Water treatment plant site 


‘The Wilmington Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners has agreed to 
locate the projected water treatment 
plant on a site that will be close to, but 
not in the old Middlesex Canal. The 
site was agreed to last week, at the 
board’s regular meeting, after dis- 
cussing the problem with Stanley 
Webber, representing the property 
owners. = 

Two and three-quarter million 
dollars was appropriated in the annual 
town meeting this spring for construc- 
tion of the plant. The plant is 
necessary because of the amount of 
iron ore and manganese to be found in 
water now being pumped by the water 
department 

The water treatment plant is ex- 
pected to furnish approximately 800,- 
000 to one million gallons of water per 
day. - It will be located on water 
department property, about 150 feet 
distant from the center line of the old 
canal, and about 100 feet distant from 
the canal bank. There will be wells, 
for the pumping of water, within the 


old canal, which is now owned by the 
Wilmington Historical Society. 

Weston & Sampson, Engineers, of 10 
High Street, Boston are designing the 
plant 


relative to the relocation of Route 
129." 

The D.P.W. is approaching the 
reconstruction in this mannér, Miceli 
said, because of the seriousness of the 
traffic problem in the South 
Wilmington area and because, in 
order to be eligible for federal funds, 
the project must be planned as a com- 
pleted solution to the traffic problems 
in town and not just as a segment of 
“urban renewal.” 

“I have told the commissioner 
emphatically that Alternative 10 is 
dead!" said Miceli. ‘I also discussed 
with the commissioner that Yentile's 
property should not be cut in two,” he 
said, referring to the 20-acre Cross 
Street farm of Joseph Yentile, one of 
the few working farms left in 
Wilmington. _The* D.P.W.'s Alter- 
native 6 would have sent a one-way 
loop of the highway right through the 
middle of the property 

Miceli admittedly would like to help 
negotiate a solution to the Route 129 
dilemma while he still officially 
represents the South Wilmington 
area. Because of cuts in the number 
of representatives in the legislature, 
Wilmington will be divided into two 
districts. Tewksbury and most of 
Wilmington will comprise one dis- 
trict, the 20th Middlesex, in ‘which 
Miceli is seeking re-election, but 
Precinct % the South Wilmington 
area, will become part of the 2ist 
Middlesex district with Reading and 
North Reading. 

Miceli said he would be turning all 
detailed study drawings over to 
Gerald Tully, president of the South 
Wilmington Betterment ASsdciation. 
“I expect they will be meeting this 
week to review them,"’ he said. 

If all goes well, Miceli said, he 
would relay the residents’ feelings 
back to the Commissioner and a town- 
wide hearing on the proposal would be 
set up. 


Tambone buys former Evans land 


Twenty-one acres of the former Bob 
Evans farm in North Wilmington has 
been purchased by Anthony Tambone, 
Inc. of Reading, prominent real estate 
investment firm. Tambone is the 
owner-developer of a part of the 
Wilmington Industrial Park, off Con- 
cord Street and easterly of Route 93 


The Bob Evans farm, well-known 
over 20 years ago in Wilmington, was 
‘a huge chicken farm. It had to be cut 
up when Route 93 was constructed. 
The 21 acres purchased by Tambone is 
at the junction of Route 93 and Route 
125, and for commercial purposes 
faces on Ballardvale Street where 
that street connects with Route 125. 


The Tambone firm hopes to start 
construction soon on a complex of 
Research and Development buildings, 
similar to those in the Wilmington In- 
dustrial Park

‘When they’re losing they get stronger’

‘The 14 girls boarded the bus after a 
well deserved post-game snack. Most 
of the tears were gone now, although a 
few of the faces were still long and the 
eyes of a few still bore the redness of 
a good cry coming after a tough loss in 
a State Championship game.

team. When asked how she became 
involved in a sport that has made 
great strides in Massachusetts during 
recent years MacDonald said simply,

Selectmen amend police regulations 


Wilmington’s traffic super- 
visors won a concession from 
the Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night on one of four 
amendments they have 
proposed to the recently im- 
plemented police rules and 
regulations. 

Selectmen voted 3-2 in favor 
of establishing a place within 
the regular chain of command 
for Sergeant Mary Ann 
Langone. They declined, 
however, to act on three other 
proposed amendments 
relating to matron duty, pay 
for attendance at monthly 
meetings, substitute traffic 
supervisors and outside 
details. 

Under the new system, the 
traffic supervisors would no 
longer report directly to the 
Safety Officer, but instead to 
Sergeant Langone who would 
in turn answer to the Safet 
Officer : 

Although Sergeant Langone 
has done all the traffic super- 
visors’ scheduling for several 
years, since the police rules 
and regulations went into 
effect she has been officially 
listed on the department 
roster as a clerk 

‘The new procedure is ex- 
pected to resolve one of three 
charges of prohibitive prac- 
ice currently lodged against 
the town by traffic super. 
visors. The other two deal 
with the traffic supervisors 
loss of matron duty and out- 
side detail assignments since 
the regulations went into 
effect. 

Action on the matter came 
only after more than an hour 
of debate by the select men on 
whether or not it should even 
be discussed. 

After the earlier board 
meeting, the four proposed 
amendments were gent to the
